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HOXIE DEAD. 


THE GENERAL MANAGER OF THE GOULD 
SYSTEM EXPIRES IN NEW YORK. 


A Long Period of Suffering Suddenly Termi- 
nated—Mr. Hexie’s Death Due to a Surgi- 
cal Operation Performed at Saratoga— 
Capt. Hayes and Mrs. Hoxie with the 
Patient Sufierer to the End—The Career of 
the Railroad Magnate. 


NEw YorK, November 2%.—H. M. Hoxie, 
General Manager of the Gould Southwestern 
system, died this morning. Mr. Hoxie’s 
death occurred at 2:80 o’clock this morning at 
his rooms in the Metropolitan Opera House. 
The cause of his death was exbaustion, conse- 
quent on an operation performed on him at 
Saratoga in June last, by removing stones 
from hie bladder. He had also suffered from 
kidney disease for the last thirty-five years. 
He had been very weak for the last 
seven days, but his doctors had great 
hopes of his recovery. The patient began 
to sink rapidly at 5 o’clock last evening, but 
was conscious to the last. Mrs. Hoxie and 
Capt. Hayes were with him when he expired. 


Shortly after the trouble on the Wa- 
bash system of railroads and the 
Southwestern roads, last May, Mr. 


Hoxie began to complain of pains in his loins. 
Finally he became so much worse that he was 
compelled to give up his work and take a 
much-needed rest. The trouble with the 
strikers worried him very much. He left St. 
Louis in the latter part of May and 
came East to Saratoga. After consultation 
with a physician, he concluded to have 
the operation performed which resulted in his 
death. After the operation, Mr. Hoxie was 
relieved and felt better for a time, than he had 
for years. He hoped that by taking a rest he 
would regain his health entirely. Mr. Hoxie, 
in company with his wife, took a trip to 
Montreal, August 25. From there they went 
to Quebec and the White Mountains. 

He came to New York, September ie, and 
took apartments in the Broadway flats in the 
Metropolitan Opera-house block. He became 
ill. His physicians, Drs. Metcait 
and Ward, were called. He was still 
weak from the effects of the operation. Any 
excitement was deleterious. He failed 
rapidly but suffered little, and had hopes 
that he would be able soon to attend a meet - 
ing of the managers of the Southwestern Pool. 
Mrs. Hoxie and Capt. Hayes were with him 
continually. 

Friday Mr. Hoxie was able to sit up fora 
short time and had the newspapers read to 
him. Yesterday he received several 
friends in the morning, and talked with 
hia wife about business affairs. At 5 o’clock 


he stated that he thought 
Mr. Hoxie’s physician,

HIS LIFE. 
Herbert M. Hoxie was born at Palmyra, N. 
V., inthe year 1830. His father was in mod-

1842 N his family. The boy Herbert 
was at the time 12 yeras of oe. he —

senior Hoxie divided his time between 
running a hotel and conducting a 
trading business with the Indians, who, at 
that time, were in the State in considerable 
numbers. Herbert went toschool and worked 
upon the farm of John Mitchell, after 
whom the little town was named. 
It was in this sturdy life of the farm and the 
stern demands of its responsibilities in the 
rigorous winters of that climate that —

foundation of the character which, 
in spite of adverse circun- 
stances, advanced him 80 steadily 
through life in positions of trust and import- 
ance. Atthe breaking out of the civil war 
oung Hoxie was appointed United States 
Marshal for his district of the State and served 
in that capacity until the close ot the war. 
AN ARDENT SUPPORTER OF LINCOLN. 

He wus an ardent supporter ofthe policy of 
President Lincoln, took part in the politics of 
the State, and was atone time Chairman of 
bt — Re ublican State Central Committee.

„Macon“ Tells How the Battle Was Fough 
and Won- Golden an Up-and-Up Fighter, 
but Too Weak for McCaffrey—Detailed De- 
scription of the Battle by Rounds. ‘

Caffrey is again a victor, this time over as 


game, de and as resolute a man as 
ever pulled a shirt off in a ring. Last night he 
met and defeated James, alias Sparrow, 
Golden in eleven rounds and forty-two min- 
utes, Queensberry rules, in the dancing pa- 
vilion of a Palisade resort not above fifteen 
miles from New York. Both the men are Phil- 
adelphians, and both. have stood deservedly 
high in the estimation of the admirers of pu- 
gilistic prowess. MoOCaftrey has met and de- 
feated such men as John P. Clow and Charles 
Mitchell, and is the only man who wer 
asked Sullivan to continue a fight after the 
stipulated number of rounds in the contest 
had been fought. 

As is well known here, McCaffrey is a quiet, 
sober, well-behaved young fellow of about 
24. He is about five feet eight and a-half inolies 
higb and last night weighed, in his fighting 
dress, close to 170 pounds. Golden is consid- 
erably his senior in years, he being above 30 
years. He is about the same height as McCaf- 
frey, but is a good deal stouter. He has 
a thorough fighting head, which old-timers 
say somewhat resembles that of Yankee 


Sullivan. His body is very burly, and he is 
even more round-shouldered than was the 
famous John Morrissey, whose style of fight- 
ing he has unconaciously copied. He has met 
in his time some of. the most noted boxers of 
this city and New York, among them Frank 
Hearld, one of Sullivan’s antagonists, Gus 
Lambert and Lew Cramer. His prowess in 
these encounters led his admirers to believe 
that he would have small difficulty in defeat- 
ing McCaffrey, whom, for some time, he has 
been very anxious to fight. He challenged 
McCaffrey two monthsago. There is a con- 
flict of statement as to 
THE AMOUNT OF THE STAKES, 

some placing them as high as $6,000, others 
$5,000 and otbers $3,000. oth men have been 
in training for three or four weeks, Golden at 
Far Rockaway under the mentorship of the 
skillful Al Powers, while a wig did his 
work at Atlanfic City, having for his guide 
and friend Nathan Lovell, more commonly 
known as Prof. Nixey. Both men came to the 
scratch in good condition, though Golden was 
not as finely drawn about the body as 
he might have been, as he _ certainly 
was ten or twelve pounds heavier than 
his competitor. His friends won the toss for 
choice of fighting ground and named a quiet 
spot close to New York. Thering was pitched 
on the floor of a dancing pavilion, which was 
converted into a long room by means of can- 
vas cloths fastened around its sides. The 
articles of agreement under which the men 
fought stipulated that but fifteen men on a 
side should be present at the contest, but the 
locality leaked out and the result was that 


fully 100 persons saw the battle, among 
them being some of the leading 
pugiliste and admirers of boxing of 


New York, Philadelphia and Brooklyn. The 
men arrived at the fighting grounds early in 
the evening and were put to bed in the hotel 
close by. Considerabie difficulty was expe- 
rienced in selecting a referee, and fully two 
hours were spent in the endeavor. At last 
Jere Dunn was agreed upon. The crowd 
around the ring was very well behaved, and 
was composed of a rather better element than 
is generally seen at such affairs. It was just 
ten minutesto 10 o’clock when Golden ap- 
proached the ring, attended by his seconds, 
Arthur Chambers and a friend. As he reached 
the ropes he shied his castor, a soft felt hat, 
into the magic square in old-time defiance of 
his antagonist. His brawny form was envel- 
oped in a large coarse bianket, and 
as he strode to a chair in 
the corner he looked not unlikeafine young 
Indian brave. He was quictly but warmly 
welcomed. Three minutes later McCattrey 
made his appearance. He was attended 
by Prof. Nixey and Jimmy Patterson, 
and wore an overcoat and pantaloons over his 
fighting dress. His close-cropped hair was 
topped by a derby at but de 
throw it in the ring.

The telephone, although a very recent inven- 
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All the decisions quoted proceed upon the 
principle that those evidentiary matters upon 
which men are compelled to act in the ordi- 
nary affairs of life and in the usual transac 
tions of business ought to be allowed 
become material to the issues on trial. 
tion, hascome into such common use that 
we think that the courts may properly take 
judicial notice of the general manner and ex- 
tent to which it is made use of by 
the business community. No doubt very 
many important business communications 
and transactions are every day made 
by telephonic communication of precisely the 
same character as that of which the witness 
was allowed to testify in this case. A person 
is called up by one desiring to communicate 
with him by means of a connection of their 
respective wires through what is known as 
the Central office. A conversation 
ensues. It may relate to the 
most important matters of business. It may 
involve a contract for the sale of bonds and 
stocks, instruction from a principal to his 
agent touching important transactions, the 
acknowledgement of a debt due and a promise 


to pay the same. ‘ 

The use of this instrument facili- 
tates business to such an extent 
that it would be very prejudicial 
to the Interests of the business community if 
the courts were to hold that business men 
are not entitled to act upon the faith of be- 
ing able to give in evidence to juries, re- 
piles which they receive to communications 
made by them to persons at their usual place 
of business in this way. The judgment of the 
Circuit Court is affirmed.

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The Diverse Political Elements Brought To- 
gether—President Cleveland and Ex-Presi- 
dent Hayes Ride in the Same Carriage— 
Mr. Blaine Gives Senator Edmunds the 
Cold Shoulder—A Day Full of Incidents. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisPaTcH. 
New Tonk, November 23.—The funeral of 
ex-President Arthur brought to the city and 
associated together in that solemn ceremony 
yesterday inore diverse political elements than 
were perhaps ever connected with a similar 
occasion before. By virtue of his official po- 
sition as the President of the United States @ 
Democrat was here to signify by his presence 
the honor in which the memory of his prede- 
cessor (a Republican) was held. Perhaps, from 
a sense ot the same fitness of things, Ruther- 
ford B. Hayes, last but one of the line of Re- 
publicans who had ocoupied the White House, 
also came to attond the funeral. But it was 
Mr. Hayes, it will be remembered, who dis- 
missed Gen. Arthur with much contumely 
from the OCustom-house. The relations be- 
tween the two gentiemen from that time until 
Gen. Arthur’s death Mad been antagonistic. 
J. G. Blaine, whese retirement from the Cabi- 
net in 1881 Gen. Arthur’s accession made nec- 
essary, and who defeated Gen. Arthur for the 
nomination by the Republican Convention in 
184, also came. Doubtiess, as a great leader 
of the party, he felt it beooming that he should 
testify his respect tothe memory of another 
eminent Republican. ‘ 
FACE TO FACE. 

Senator George F. Edmunds of Vermont 
was here as one of the official mourners on 
the part of the United States Senate. He had 
conspicuously refused to aid the election of 
Mr. Biaine in 1884, because, as a published iet- 
ter from him bad said, he did not think Mr. 
Blaine a fit man to be President of the United 
States. Moreover, a lettor from Mr. Edmunds 
has just been published in all the newspapers 
of the country explaining that letter of 1884, 
and saying, ‘‘I could not under any elreum- 
stances or temptation say that 1 believed 


something about a candidate that I did not be- 
lieve, and if 1 were to make speeches 
and say what I did believe as to certain trans- 
actions or was (so speaking) to refuse to an- 
swer questions on these topics, it would be 
especially worse for the party than staying at 
home. Mr. Blaine and Mr. Edmunds met 
yesterday in the house of death, and there 
wasa painful scene between them which is 
lixely to be much talked of hereafter. 
OLD FOES MEET. 

Ex-Senator Conkling and Mr. Blaine were 
inthe church together, Warner Miller and 
Mr. Morton satin neighboring pews. Gen. 
John A. Logan, candidate for the Vice-Presi- 
dency with Mr. Blaine, concerning which re- 
lation there has been much gossip, was in the 
city ull day, but there was no communication 
whatever between the two gestlemen 
although they were at the same hotel. Ex- 
Secretary John Sherman, the instrument of 
Gen. Arthbur’s dismissal in 1878, was another 
of the official mourners on the part of the 
Senate. The leaders of the Half Breed“ and 
‘*Stalwart’’ factions of the Republican party, 
whose divisions and quarreis have led to such 
momentous results during the past six years, 
and in which the dead President was so promi- 
nent afigure, sat side by side in the church. 
The great men ofthe Democratic party, men 
who still grimly assert the fraudulent nature 
of R. B. Hayes’ occupancy of the White 
House, were present with him. The President, 
Grover Cleveland, Democrat, rode 
in the same carriage to the 
church with Mr. Hayes and walked arm 
in arm with him into the sacred edifice. Gov.

A DAY FULL OF INCIDENTS. 

The day was full of incidents in keeping 
with this heterogeneous political gathering. 
When President Oleveland and Col. Lamont 
reached the Fifth Avenue Hotel yesterday 
morning from the Washingtor train Mr. Cieve- 
land found already there Mr. Blaine, whoso 
narrowly escaped being President in his stead, 
and Mr. Hayes, whose right to be called ex- 
President Mr. Cleveland as a Democrat 
denies. The train bearing the President 
reached Jersey City at 6:10, but it was 6:30 be- 
fore the President and his Secretary emerged 
from the car and granted a hearty greeting to 
Gen. Martin T. McMahon, who bad been 
deputized to look after the President and his 
Cabinet. There were two carriages waiting. 
The President, Col. Lamont and Gen. Me- 
Mahon entered one and three headquarter 
detectives another. It was decidedly chilly 
crossing the river, and the President observed 
that he ought to have brought a heavier over- 
coat. Gen. McMahon offered to lend him one 
of his, but it was too small. The three par- 
lors on the Twenty-third street side had been 
engaged forthe President. The rooms were 
not far distant from Mr. Blaine’s. A hot 
breakfast was waiting the President and 
party. There was some delay in getting away 
irom the hotel because the President insisted 
upon shaving himself. It had been ar- 
ranged that the President and Mr. k. 
B. Hayes should attend the funeral to- 

ether, in the same carriage. The last time 
ir. Hayes came to New York to attend a fu- 
neral was a year ago last August. On that occa- 
sion Gen. Arthur and Mr. Hayes rode together 
to Riverside Park. Mr. Uayes was ready yes- 
terday long before the President because, for 
one thing, he does notshaye. He stood on the 
inside of the. Twenty-third street entrance of 
the hotel, looking out atthe broad pavement 
and the sleek well-groomed horses attached to 
the carriage placed at his and the President’s 
disposal. He was dressed piainiy and neatly. 

He 
wore a dark overcoat buttoned to the throat, 
an old army habit which he never forgot.

Mr. Hayes, advancing, 
cordially extended his hand and exclaimed:

A DELICIOUS FEAST. 


The Chinese Dinner Given Excise Commis- 
sioner Andrews and Friends. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisPaTou. 

New Tonk, November 23.—Excise Commis- 
sioner Andrews has for years been yearning 
with astrongand soulful yearn to eat a Chi- 
nese dinner. Wong Chin Foo, the lecturer, 
journalistand lawyer, of Mott street, wrung 
the secret from him three weeks ago and from 
that time till last evening the Oriental Del- 
monico at No. 14 Mott street has been prepar- 


ing a proper banquet for him. After the prep- 
arations had been going on afew weeks Wong 
Chin Foo invited the mmissioner, a couple 
of his friends, an artist andsome newspaper 
men to at the Oriental Del- 
monice’s. The met there at 
7 o’clock last evening, and directed 
looks of encouragement at one another 
across a round table. The restaurant is two 
flights of stairs above the street, and it 
takes a heen-eyed climber to find it. The 
kitchen, the cashier’s department and the 
banguet hail dre separated from one an- 
other only by thin partitions cut by big win- 
dows and wide doors. Without moving you 
can see allthathappensinit. It is the sim- 
plest thing in the world for aman eating his 
dinner to keep his eyes on the nimbie-fingered 
fat Tonquinesque cashier rattling up scores 
ona beadstringed counting machine, and at 
the same time watch the lean cook chopping 
the tenderloin steaks to mincemeats with a 


cleaver that beat a merry tattoo. When 
the eight gentlemen sat down to dine 
last evening * third junior cook 


was piling dough on a table under a long 
thick bamboo cylinder, one end of which was 
fastened to the wall. When there was enough 
pastry underthe cylinder the olive-skinned 
youth threw his right leg jauntily over the 
part ofthe bamboo that 1 and then 
danced lightly on his left foot. This acrobatic 
feat rolled the dough out very thin, and was 
a fine, appetizing sight to see. A red-haired 
cat and her red-haired kitten gambolled pleas- 
antly about on the floor, casting an expectant 
eye now and then towards the table. 

THE BANQUET. 
At 7:30 o’clock the whoie banquet was 
spread out on the round table. It covered the 
surface completely, so that even the deft Chi- 
nese waiter could not have added the tiniest 
saucer to the array of queer-shaped Chinese 
dishes, loaded with fragments of birds, fish 
and fruits. Wong Chin Foo and his seven 
guests armed themselves with longivory chop- 
sticks and got ready toattack the feast. Plain 
American Knives and forks lay on the table 
near by, but everybody scorned them with 
stern and flinty glances. Wong Chin Foo cut 
up seme cakes that looked very like Yankee 
mufiins, strewn with white hemp seed. The 
were not muflins, though, but delicate Chi- 
nese pies, filled with citrun, ginger, 
seeds and jelly, sweet to the taste and witha 
weird odor hovering over them. They were 
made in Canton three years ago. After them 
came thin slices of canned citron. The party 
looked suspiciously’ for a while at dishes of 
nuts that looked Hike very dry, big acorns. 
They were found full of delicious, jelly-like 
meat, anda big kernel like prune-pite. Then 
the chop-sticks were plunged into a dark- 
colored dish that the Chinese call ‘‘Tchou 
Mien. It consists of tender bite of spring 
chicken fried in lard for forty hours un- 
tii the bone is as tender as the meat. With it 
were splinters of young duck and bits of celery, 
onions, mushrooms, bambooshoots and ginger. 
There were dishes, too, of white chicken- 
breast and dark duck meat roasted together, 
and the proper thing to eat with them was the 
Jhinese cucumber, commonly known as Cha 
Qua. If you poured over thisa few drops 
ot Soy, Wong explained, you bad a dish 
fit for the gods, the mandarins, and good 
American citizens. Let noone imagine that 
the diners went dry all thistime. They drank 
wise from glass cups about as big as thimbies 
—white wine and a white brandy distilied from 
rice. All these were administered in homeo- 
pathic doses, but they got in their work 
beautifully, so that hinese and Yankee 
wit fiashed merrily around the board. The 
banguet concluded with delicious tea, inno- 
cent ot milk or sugar and served in dainty 
lacquered porcelain — and big bunches of 
cizarettes. Everything in the banquet but the 
cigarettes came from China. After dinner the 
pay climbed up to the Chinese Music Hall 
and listened tothe muscular Asiatic orchés- 
tra, which rasped skin fiddles and pounded 
big brass cymbals so that a boiler factory 
would beas silence in comparison. Every- 
body went home happy.

He said thut while the Associa- 
tion had in no manner solicited a bid for 
membership from the Detroit Club, and while 
no request for admission bad been made by 
that club, et it was under- 
stood that circumstances had made 
such an event possible. Now, he desired to 
say that the Detroit Club had received assur- 
ances from the other League clubs that 
all the concessions Detroit de- 
manded would be made, and _ there- 
fore, the candidacy of his club for the 
Pittsburg vacuncy need have no further con- 
sideration from the Association. Mr. Watkins 
then retired after mutual assurances of re- 
spect and good will. 

The Association now addressed itself to con- 
sidering the merits of the other two 1 
cants, Cleveland and Kansas City, with indi- 
cations that Cleveland will be chosen. 


The Base Ball War. 


The announcement that Kansas City has 
offered to pay the American ‘Association $5,000 
for admission to its ranks together with an

LIKES THE REVISION. 


Chadwick Contributes a Few Ke- 
marks About the New Rules. 


In regard to the suggested changing of one 
umpire to two and a referee, says Chadwick, I 
think the committee did wisely in waiting to 
see how the umpiring would work under the 
revised rules. The increased expense incident 
to the additional umpires, too, doubtless had 
its influence. The rule prohibiting the use - 
less ‘*bunting’’ of balls foul to weary the 


pitcher is a good one. Atthe same time it 
is not wise to prevent bunting hits alto- 
gether, for they area class of base hits swift 
runners can make to advantage. I advo- 
cate the oe of a base by the batsman. 
by any kind of hitting of a fair ball which 
will yield first base without 1 extra exer- 
tion of strength. Home-run hitting Is the 
most costly in weakening players of any kind 
of batting, and next comes hitting for three 
bases. A simpletap of a swiftly pitched bail 
by the bateman, which sends the bull safely 
out of reach of the ee and too short

foracatch by an ou der, ia the perfection 
of scientitic batting, sit yields a base at the 
least expenditure of the batsman’s strength. 
The rules which most encourage this style of 
batting are the best for perfecting the game. 

The rule giving the batsman out on the 
fourth called strike, whether the catcher 
holds the ball on the fly or muffs it, is a good 
one; but the runner who preceded the striker 
on the base should not thereby be prevented 
from taking another dase on the catcher’s 
error. I regret to see that extra base hits 
are still to be recorded in the summary 
of the score, though notin the score itself, 
the total base“ column in the score hay- 
ing been wisely thrown out. Why this 
premium offered to batting for a record 
should have been retained is something I 
cannot account for. I am glad to see that 
pitchers are no longer to be given credit in the 
score for striking out batsmen. This desire to 
strike out batsmen was quite arage with the 
pitchers of 1886, especiaily among the young- 
sters. It was very erroneously made one of 
the criterions of a pitcher’s excellence, while 
in fact it was the very last point to 
be considered in estimating a  pitch- 
er’s ability. An improvement was made 
in the rule overning the crediting of 
stolen bases. his past year it was difficult to 
define fairly what a stolen base was. I con- 
tend that a runner who, in an effort to steal a 
base, makes a catcher throw hurriedly to the 
base the runner is striving to reach earns the 
credit of a stolen base despite the occurrence 
of a wild throw. I therefore like the amended 
rule encouraging base running, as, next to 
fielding, it is the most attractive feature of the 
game.

There is considerable 
alarm over the spread of the malady and 
active preparations are being made to check it.
